L&D worker is arrested 
in ‘sex offences’ probe

A NHS hospital staff member has been 
arrested over allegations of‘serious sexu¬ 
al offences against patients’ recovering 
from strokes. 

Police are investigating alleged offences 
committed by an employee at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital’s Stroke Unit over the 
past 18 months. 

The staff member, who is currently sus¬ 
pended, was arrested in mid-February and 
released on bail pending further inquiries. 

The L&D has written to all past patients 
in Ward 17 since September 2009, asking 
them to come forward if they feel they 
‘may have been subject to any behaviour 
that made them feel anxious or uncom¬ 
fortable’. 

A special helpline was set up on Monday 


to enable anyone who spent time recuper¬ 
ating on the ward who feels they may have 
been a victim to speak to investigators in 
confidence. 

In a statement the L&D said: ‘Following 
recent allegations by patients about staff 
conduct on one of the hospital’s adult 
wards, senior managers took immediate 
action to inform the police who are now 
conducting an investigation into this 
matter. 

‘The hospital has written to all patients 
who were cared for in the recent past on 
the ward to find out if there are any other 
concerns. 

‘The allegations relate to staff conduct 
and do not relate to any clinical issues or 
the medical treatment of patients. 

‘Luton & Dunstable Hospital is working in 
full co-operation with Bedfordshire Police.’ 

In the letter sent to former patients, it 
says: ‘We are asking anyone who has been 
a patient on this ward since September 
2009, who feels they may have been sub¬ 


ject to any behaviour that made them feel 
anxious or uncomfortable, or who has any 
information with regards to anything inap¬ 
propriate taking place in this ward, to get 
in touch.’ 

In a statement, Bedfordshire Police said: 
‘We are conducting an investigation into a 
number of alleged serious sexual offences 
on former patients of Ward 17 at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital. 

‘A member of staff from hospital has been 
arrested, questioned and released on 
police bail pending further inquiries. 

‘The hospital suspended this member of 
staff immediately after the allegations 
came to light. Former patients of the ward 
who have concerns should contact 
Detective Inspector Jerry Waite or 
Detective Sergeant Vicky Clarke, who are 
specially trained officers from the 
Vulnerable Adults Investigation Unit.

‘Love cheat’ PC’s spat with mum 
after ‘copping off with three men’

ROWS between a mother and her 
police officer daughter ended 
in court after allegations of 
a string of affairs came to 
light. 

Stevenage Magistrates’ 
Court heard that the rela¬ 
tionship between Bedford¬ 
shire Police officer PC Tracey 
Litchfield, 31, who wasn’t 
present at the hearing, and 
Sandra Johnson (pictured 
left), 46, had become 

sour after Mrs Litchfield 

admitted to her husband - 
fellow police 
officer - that 
she had had 
three aff- 



these affairs had been with a workmate 
and the others with an ex-boyfriend and 
a pub landlord, the court heard. 

Mrs Litchfield accused her mother of 
two acts of harassment between August 
14 and 28. It was alleged the first count 
of harassment happened at a car boot 
sale at a rugby club after the pair had 
bumped into one another. 

The second accusation is claimed to 
have taken place outside Mrs Johnson’s 
home in Kelvin Avenue, Bedford. 

The case was heard in Stevenage as Mrs 
Litchfield may have been known to 
Bedford Magistrates’ Court. 

Mrs Johnson said: “My daughter is a 
serving police officer and had affairs 
with an ex boyfriend, a work colleague 
and a pub landlord 

“Tracey had lost weight and found 
new confidence and she was getting 
attention and I had told her not to leave 
her husband. She eventually told him 
about the affairs and she believed it to 


be my fault. I have read things about 
me on Facebook and I reported her to 
her supervisor.” 

Magistrates dismissed the charges 
and handed Mrs Johnson a restraining 
order to keep the peace and not to 
attribute guilt. 

As part of the order Mrs Johnson is 
not to contact her daughter directly or 
indirectly or enter her daughter’s street 
in Hastings Road, Kempston, for three 
years. 

Magistrates’ chairman, Mr Ken 
Crofton said: “It’s always a tragedy 
when a family falls out and we hope 
these differences can be resolved.” 

Rodney Claddingbowl, prosecuting, 
said: “Their relationship up until 
November 2009 was reasonable. 

“It’s after November 2009 that the 
relationship completely broke down. 
Mrs Johnson is prepared to be involved 
in a restriction order as not to aggravate 
any family tensions.”

Hanging victim exhumed 
after coroner’s request

THE body of a teenage girl was 
exhumed so police can re-examine the 
circumstances surrounding her death. 

Samantha Masvodza (right), 19, of 
Dunstable, was found hanged in the 
bedroom of her boyfriend’s flat in 
Hatfield in October 2009. 

A Home Office pathologist has carried 
out a second post-mortem following the 
exhumation from Dunstable Cemetery 
during the early hours of Friday. 

An inquest was opened and adjourned 
in 2009 but has not been held by the 
coroner, who requested the review of 
Samantha’s death by Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime Unit. 

Exhumation is rare. The last case in 
Bedfordshire was 2001 when police dug 
up the corpse of lames Hanratty for DNA 
testing. 

In a statement, Samantha’s parents, 
Raymond and Priscilla, said: ‘The past 16 
months have been difficult as we have 
had to deal with losing our daughter and 



comforting her younger sister following 
her tragic and untimely death on 
October 18, 2009, ten days short of her 
20th birthday. 

‘Time has moved on but memories 
remain in our hearts and are rekindled 


with each shared moment and recollec¬ 
tion of times spent together.’ 

In a statement police said: ‘We are 
awaiting results of tests which may take 
a number of weeks. However, at this 
stage initial findings do not lead us to 
believe there are any suspicious circum¬ 
stances surrounding her death.’ 

Detective Chief Inspector Melanie 
Burn said: “At this point I cannot go into 
details about the exact reasons why a 
second post mortem has to take place. 

“This course of action has been care¬ 
fully considered in full consultation with 
Samantha’s family who are keen to 
ensure that the cause of her death is 
accurately recorded.” 

Samantha was studying a biomedical 
degree at St George’s College in 
Tooting. 

Her uncle, Thomas, said: “So young 
and so fine and tender, intelligent, obe¬ 
dient, cool, calm and collected, 
Samantha was like opening a new chap¬ 
ter and a new page of success. 

“She gave us love, inspiration and 
above all, knowledge.” 


Local aid helper puts Libyan ‘refugees’ at their ease 


A RED Cross volunteer this week helped British 
nationals who landed at Luton Airport having 
been evacuated from Libya. 

John Holland [right], of Clarkes Way Houghton 
Regis, assisted passengers who had fled the 
unrest when their plane arrived from Malta on 
Thursday afternoon. 

The British Red Cross emergency response 
team members are fully trained to provide 
compassionate support and were equipped to 
provide food, clothes and hygiene packs for 
those feeling anxious and shocked by their 
experiences in the African country. 

Mr Holland, who at 40 is about to start a career 
in nursing, said: “The people we went to meet 
had fled their homes in a panic some of them 


had cases with them but others had nothing. 
Their bank accounts had been frozen so many of 
them had no access to money. 

“Some had spent 34 hours on a ship to Malta 
before they could get on a plane to the UK. 

Some passengers were OK and had places to 
go, but others needed a bit of emotional support. 

“We set up a mini rest centre in the chapel at 
Luton airport, and worked with the chaplaincy 
team to bring the passengers through and offer 
our support. 

“We welcomed a family with a boy of nine and 
a girl of 11 who had been born in Libya and had 
never been to the UK before.”

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Hugs as mum and son 
are cleared of stabbing

KATHLEEN and Eddie Porter 
this week embraced in the 
dock as a jury foreman 
declared them not guilty of 
the attempted murder of 
Paul Porter and also not 
guilty of the supplementary 
charge of wounding with 
intent. 

The mother and son, of 
Toddington Road, Luton, 
were accused of the offence 
against a family member at a 
fair last year. 

The jury took just over four 
hours to consider their ver¬ 
dict after Judge Neil Ford con¬ 
cluded his summing up on 
Thursday. 

Eddie, 25, and Kathleen, 52, 
who are settled members of 
the Romany gypsy communi¬ 
ty, both denied the attempted 
murder of Paul Porter on May 
13, at Stow Fair, in 
Gloucestershire. 

During the two-week trial, a 
jury at Bristol Crown Court 


heard two contrasting stories. 

First, the prosecution’s case 
that Eddie stabbed his cousin 
Paul in the stomach with a 
knife given to him by 
Kathleen, and second, the 
defence’s case that these alle¬ 
gations against them were a 
complete fabrication. 

It was the crown’s case that 
years of simmering resent¬ 
ment led to Eddie stabbing 
Paul to resolve a family feud, 
and that the stabbing was 
carried out in a public place 
as a way of extracting maxi¬ 
mum revenge. 

Paul Porter was so badly 
injured his intestines were 
hanging outside his body and 
was hospitalised for weeks. 

Kathleen, unlike her son, 
did not give evidence during 
the course of the case. 

The only time the jury heard 
her speak was on tape during 
a police interview after she 
was arrested. 

Dafna Spiro, representing 
Kathleen, said that it was 
inconceivable that a woman 


who was caring for young 
children at the fair, and would 
not even let her husband 
smoke in the caravan, would 
have kept a knife, described 
by one witness as ‘a proper 
stabbing knife’, in the same 
caravan. 

She also questioned how 
the murder plan was hatched 
and why it was carried out in 
such a public place. 

Miss Spiro said: “Kathleen 
Porter, like any mother, loves 
her son. 

“Are you convinced that this 
mother would send her own 
son like a lamb to the slaugh¬ 
ter?” 

Bill Evans, representing 
Eddie Porter, reminded the 
jury of prosecution witness 
Candice Davidson, who he 
said ‘fatally undermined the 
prosecution case against 
Eddie Porter’. 

He said how she could not 
pick Eddie out in an identity 
parade, said the person she 
saw at Stow was years older, 
and said the person she saw 


held the knife in 
his left hand while Eddie was 
right-handed. 

He said that Eddie had a 
reason to be framed by Paul 
and his close family, adding: 
“They did not believe him 
(Eddie) to be an innocent 
man. 

“Not guilty of a stabbing, 
but of what they saw was 
another serious crime. 

“I refer of course to the sex¬ 
ual liaison between Eddie 
Porter and Paul Porter’s wife. 

“But this is not a motive for 
murder. Why on Earth would 
Eddie Porter have done it? For 
what reason?” 

Mr Evans also said that 
there was no forensic evi¬ 
dence linking Eddie to the 
attempted murder or reason 
for a police officer to suspect 
him when he left the Stow fair 
site immediately after the 
stabbing, with lots of other 
people. 

Outside the courtroom, 
Kathleen said: “God is the one 
who knows the truth.” 
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Shooting spree goes 
on with third attack

THERE has been a third shooting 
in Luton in the space of two 
weeks - all at houses in the town. 

The latest happened in Kingsley 
Road at 11pm on Tuesday, when it 
is believed a shotgun was fired. 

On arrival police discovered 
damage to the front door and a 
window but luckily no-one was 
injured as the occupants were not 
in the property. 

In the meantime Bedfordshire 
police are conducting further 
inquiries and investigating the 
circumstances of the shooting. 

Eight days earlier, a house in 
Millfield Road was targeted and 
was damaged by gunshots, and 
on February 15 two University of 
Bedfordshire students were shot 
in the stomach at a house in 
Ashton Road. 

It is understood the Millfield 
Road attack was similar to a 
previous incident four years ago 
at the same family home. 

The 26-year-old students from 
the February 15 shooting - 
believed to be Chinese and 
Romanian - were both taken to 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital for 
treatment to their injuries. One 
was discharged the next day 
while the other was kept in hospi¬ 
tal for a couple of extra days 


before being discharged. Police 
believe in that case the men were 
not the intended targets of the 
doorstep shooting. 

Detectives do not believe at the 
moment that any of the incidents 
are linked but they are keeping an 
open mind. 

The officer in charge of the 
investigation, Detective Sergeant 


Sandra Wharton, is keen to speak 
with anyone who may have seen 
someone acting suspiciously in 
the area between 10pm and 11pm 
on Tuesday evening.

Care centre to reopen at 
‘some point in the future’

PLANS are in the pipeline to 
reopen a ‘zero rated' care centre 
for the elderly which was closed 
down in January. 

The Griffin Care Centre, in 
Moorlands Gardens, Luton, run 
by Southern Cross Healthcare 
Group, was given the lowest pos¬ 
sible rating by regulators the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) in 
July 2010. 

Since October 2010, the system 
changed and all adult social care 
providers had to be registered with 


the CQC under the Health and 
Social Care Act 2008 which 
requires providers to meet a set of 
new essential standards on provid¬ 
ing an optimum standard of care. 

The centre was never re¬ 
inspected after it was given the 
zero star rating and in January, 
the decision was taken by the 
group to close The Griffin which, 
at the time, was home to 56 resi¬ 
dents over the age of 65. 

Now Luton on Sunday can 
reveal Southern Cross Healthcare 
Group is looking at reopening the 
home ‘at some point in the future’. 

Mark Cash, regional director at 
Southern Cross, said: “Following 
its closure in January, we intend to 


reopen The Griffin Care Centre at 
some point in the future. Right 
now, we have not set a date for 
reopening. However, we are con¬ 
tinuing to conduct reviews to 
make sure that the appropriate 
lessons are learned from the 
events which led up to the closure. 

“We will work with the CQC, 
local authorities and the NHS 
trust to ensure the type of care 
that will be provided meets the 
expected standards. 

“When we undertake recruit¬ 
ment of any staff, this includes 
rigorous checks on their suitabili¬ 
ty, skills and experience as 
required by Southern Cross and 
regulatory authorities.”

SIR - How sad to hear about the 
closure of the LuDun factory in 
Dunstable.

‘Don’t back the cruelty’ 

SIR - The Cheltenham Festival, 
which takes place thos month, will 
mark the fourth anniversary of 
Animal Aid’s Race Horse 
Deathwatch. 

This is a unique online database 
that monitors all thoroughbred 
deaths on Britain’s 60 racecourses. 

Since its launch in March 2007, 
more than 630 horses have suffered 
fatal injuries on British racecourses. 

The data proves that, far from 
being a freak occurrence, racehorses 
are routinely killed up and down the 
country, at a rate of one horse 
almost every other day. 

The Cheltenham Festival has seen 
32 horses lose their lives between 
2000 and 2010. Four of those deaths 
occurred last year. 

Despite relocating a particularly 
contentious fence for this year’s 
Festival, racing at Cheltenham 
remains highly challenging and 
potentially dangerous. 

This is, not least, because it fea¬ 
tures a number of crowded races 
and inexperienced horses and 
riders. 

No matter how harmless a bet on 
the Cheltenham Festival may seem, 
the reality is that the racing at 
Prestbury Park pushes horses 
beyond their limits and that some 
invariably suffer and die. 

Please don’t back the cruelty.

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Rave attempt gets 
thwarted by cops

AN illegal rave was shut down by police 
last Sunday following complaints about 
noise. 

Officers stopped the event at a unit on 
the Barton Industrial Estate, off Faldo 
Road, Barton-le-Clay, at around 1.55am. 

They found 30 revellers and immediately 
sealed off the entrance to the estate, 
turning away newcomers. 

The ravers were served with a notice 
under Section 63 of the Criminal Justice 
and Public Order Act 1994, meaning that 
if they did not leave their expensive 
sound equipment would be seized. 

By 4am the area was cleared. 

Area commander superintendent Neil 
Wilson said: “The key to disrupting raves 
is early intervention and we would urge 
the public to give us any help they can 
this spring and summer. 

“That could include rave details spotted 
on the internet, or information on 
posters and flyers. 

“Residents may even see convoys of cars 
circling an area while drivers wait for final 
directions. 

“Organisers of illegal events should be 
aware that their equipment could be 
seized and anyone who commits a crimi¬ 
nal offence could find themselves being 
arrested and before the courts.”

Burglary arrests 

TWO men were arrested in connection 
with a burglary in Dunstable - just over an 
hour after it was committed. 

Police were called to Northview Road at 
4.31am on Wednesday following a report 
that electrical goods had been stolen from 
a home and a car taken from the drive. 

Officers, including a dog handler, 
launched an immediate area search and by 
5.48pm the car was recovered in 
Houghton Regis and two teenagers were 
arrested at a property on suspicion of 
burglary. 

The speedy arrests follow warnings by 
police that action to drive down burglary 
has been stepped up across the county.

BOWEL cancer is the UK’s 
second biggest cancer killer. 

In Luton, around 85 people are 
diagnosed with it and 40 people 
die from it every year. 

The disease is treatable, with 
nine out of ten people surviving 
for five years or more if they are 
seen early on, but the more 
advanced the cancer is at diag¬ 
nosis, the harder it is to treat. 

The House of Commons Public 
Accounts Committee pointed 
out the need for earlier diagnosis 
- something the Government 
said it was already looking to 
tackle. 

This week’s report by the Public 
Accounts Committee, which 
highlighted the need for earlier 
diagnosis in cancer patients, 
comes after the Government’s 
first ever bowel cancer aware¬ 
ness campaign was launched at 
the end of January. 

The ‘Be Clear on Cancer’ cam¬ 
paign is currently being piloted 
in the East of England and the 
South West and if it is successful 
it will be rolled out across the 
country. 

Kelly O’Neill, assistant director 
of public health at NHS Luton, 
said: “The issue locally is that 
there is a low level of bowel can¬ 
cer uptake, it’s really pathetic. 

“We have a really poor early 
diagnosis level. 

“A lot of people die as a result 
of late presentation but they 
could survive longer. 

“The problem is that no-one 
wants to go to the doctors and 
say they have a problem. 


ON Tuesday a new study from a group of MPs highlighted 
the need for earlier diagnosis in cancer patients. The 
findings are backed by the assistant director of public 
health at NHS Luton, Kelly O’Neill, who says the level of 
early diagnosis is ‘really poor’ - especially in the case of 
bowel cancer. CHRISTINA JOHNSON reports. 


69 years old every two years but 
we are missing out on a cohort 
of people. I think the reason they 
stay away is embarrassment. 

“The invitation for the screen¬ 
ing goes through the post to you 
and asks you to put a faeces 
sample in a box and send it back 
through the post. 

“We have to get the message 
out that this is acceptable to do 
and it’s very important. 

“In Luton there are a hell of a 
lot of people who only live up to 
one year after they are diag¬ 
nosed because they are late 
coming forward.” 

Around £60 million has been 
earmarked for bowel cancer 
screening across the country 
during the next four years and it 
is estimated the new technology 
could save up to 3,000 lives a 
year. 

Llexible sigmoidoscopy - also 
known as Llexi-Scope or Llexisig 
- is set to be used alongside 
existing techniques and involves 
a thin, bendy tube with a camera 
attached being placed a short 
way into the rectum and lower 
bowel.

can then be viewed and it can 
pick up signs of growths before 
they become cancerous. 
Research shows that the over-55s 
have a higher risk of getting 
bowel cancer and symptoms to 
look out for are: 

■ A change to your normal toilet 
habit meaning that you regularly 
go to the loo for a poo more 
often 



■ Softer and looser poo or blood 
in your poo 

Dr Nina Pearson, who works at 
the Farley Hill Medical Centre, 
said: “If you recognise these 
symptoms and have had them 
for three weeks then make an 
appointment to get checked out 
by your GP. 

“There is no need to feel

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E ARLY last year my father-in- 
law fell ill. He was diagnosed 
by his GP with neuralgia and 
spent his life in and out of the 
doctor’s surgery. 

Finally it was realised he had 
lung cancer and, after a short 
illness, he died last June. 

Just after Christmas my 
mother-in-law fell ill. She was 
diagnosed by her GP with a 
trapped nerve and told to go 
home and rest. 

After my wife put up a fight to 
get her admitted to hospital, they 
found a tumour in her chest the 
size of a cricket ball. She had 
advanced lung cancer and it is 
her funeral tomorrow. 

All this sounds grim enough but 
on both occasions my wife, their 
daughter, googled the symptoms 
and came up with lung cancer. 

She, with no medical 
qualifications, reached the right 
diagnosis in minutes, which 
doctors failed to do in weeks. 
Without being sarcastic or 
flippant, perhaps doctors could 
start checking search engines to 
boost their diagnostic powers. 

This anecdotal evidence backs 
up a report which came out this 
week and said that a quarter of 
cancer sufferers are being sent 
away by GPs with their early 
warning symptoms being 
dismissed as minor ailments. 

They are told there is nothing to 
worry about and given painkillers 
or antibiotics. 

This report, by the Rarer 
Cancers Foundation, concerned 
less common cancers but my 
wife’s parents would tell the same

story were they alive today. 

For many a correct early 
diagnosis, before the cancer 
spreads, can be a life saver. I 
accept this would not be the case 
with regard to my parents-in-law, 
as they suffered from lung 
cancer caused by smoking, which 
is almost always fatal. 

But the point is the same - 
namely that highly experienced, 
highly paid doctors failed to 
diagnose what would have been, 
at the very least a strong 
possibility had they simply 
googled the symptoms. 

We are told we should not bash 
GPs as they work very hard and 
these cancers can be very 
difficult to diagnose. They are also 
defended with great vigour by 
the British Medical Association, 
which is why this article went to 
our lawyer. 

I accept most doctors do an 
excellent job, but open debate 
concerning their possible failings 
is fraught with danger and the 
only acceptable route is to make 
a complaint, which is dealt with 
by the medical profession. 

Doctors quite rightly exude 
authority and quite rightly are 
held up as paragons of society, 
but those very virtues can make 
justified criticisms difficult to air. 

I remember when we had a 
story on a doctor who had 


misbehaved, our then lawyer, Nic 
Davies, looking at the copy and 
wryly asking whether a judge was 
likely to believe the word of an 
upstanding member of the 
medical community who had 
dedicated his life to saving those 
of others, or a seedy journalist 
who had dedicated his life to 
making the lives of others a 
misery - especially as the doctor 
and judge probably went to the 
same university and were 
members of the same club. 

He rested his case. 

Remember though that these 
GPs could soon be in charge of 
the whole NHS and a budget 
approaching £80 billion. 

The Government wants to 
abolish primary care trusts and 
transfer control of this vast 
amount of cash to newly formed 
GP consortiums. This will be a 
market for health services, with 
GPs free to purchase services 
from whomever they like. 

This has all kinds of risks, even 
though I accept the NHS is not 
working and definitely needs 
fixing. 

But, while I accept GPs are 
rightly held in high regard by 
most of the population, I would 
rather see them performing their 
day job better before they take 
on the immense task of running 
the whole of the NHS.

FORMER WBU world lightweight 
champion-turned promoter, Graham 
Earl has lined up his second boxing 
promotion of the year called Fists of 
Fury at Kings Flail in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, on Saturday, April 2. 

Earl has been scouring Northern 
Ireland for up-and-coming young 
boxing talent and will be showcasing 
many of his latest Irish signings as 
well as bringing a couple of his 
established British boxers to Belfast. 

FHeading up the list of eight Irish 
fighters is Joe ‘Belfast Banger’

outing as a pro. 

On his pro-debut, at the

Luton’s challenge for 
title falters as they 
fail to secure vital win

‘KEEP believing’ was Richard Money’s pre-match 
message, but after a 1-1 draw with Kidderminster 
saw them fall further behind Crawley Town and 
failto make up ground on defeated AFC 
Wimbledon, perhaps it’s time to be realistic. 

It can be argued that the Hatters deserved all 
three points after an improved performance from 
those at Guiseley and Forest Green. But as the 
Luton manager has continually said ‘it’s all about 
winning’ - and they didn’t. 

Rob Whitton could have made one of the worst 
refereeing decisions of his career if it had not been 
for the intervention of his linesman to award 
Matthew Barnes-Homer’s 27 minute opener - after 
the ball hit every part of the net. 

But as in so many games this season, Town let 
themselves down as they allowed Tom Shaw to nod 
home the equaliser from a set-piece. 

It only took 30 seconds for the first piece of con¬ 
troversy to occur when Lloyd Owusu went down 
unchallenged in the box and received a yellow 
card. 

The striker appeared to have a clear sight on goal 
but for some reason decided to try for a penalty 
right under the nose of an unimpressed Whitton. 

Minutes later the striker was in again but this 
time opted to stay on his feet. 

Matthew Barnes-Homer charged down a clear¬ 
ance and the ricochet fell to Owusu - unmarked in 
the box - but the veteran’s shot was saved well by 
Daniel Lewis. 

Town immediately looked a different side from 
the team that scraped past Forest Green midweek 
and came out with the intent of putting the game 
to bed early by dominating possession and the 
Harriers’ defenders continually called on their 
best efforts to keep out a number of dangerous 
deliveries from both Jake Howells and Keith Keane. 

But it was a cross by Freddie Murray that bought 
about the next Luton attack after Barnes-Homer 
broke down the right. However, Owusu could only 
turn Murray’s shot wide of the inside post. 

Confusion at the other end between George 
Pilkington and Murray allowed Kidderminster a 
rare sight on goal as Matty Blair fired in for Callum 
Gittings unmarked at the back post, but the for¬ 
ward could only steer his header straight into the 
hands of Mark Tyler. 

Barnes-Homer’s opener came in bizarre circum¬ 
stances. After receiving the ball from Dan Gleeson, 
the striker muscled his way past two defenders and 
smashed the ball past Lewis at the near post. 



But referee Whitton allowed play to temporarily 
continue until his linesman signalled that the ball 
had crossed the line. Not only had the ball crossed 
the line but it had hit every part of the inside of the 
goal, including the back of the net before coming 
back out via the post. 

Now Harriers had to be more positive and came 
close to an equaliser shortly afterwards. Gittings’ 
blocked effort fell to Sean Canham who pinged the 
ball against the woodwork. 

Canham had a second glimpse on goal moments 
later as his header was spectacularly tipped over 
the crossbar by Tyler but Whitton had seen a foul in 
the build-up and awarded a Hatters free kick. 

Luton came close to extending the lead just 
before the internal, first through Owusu who head¬ 
ed over Murray’s volley-turn-cross and then 
Barnes-Homer took the ball past two players on 
the edge of the box and fired a powerful shot mar¬ 
ginally above Lewis’s crossbar.

Honda a hat-trick of victories 


STEVE Plater is set to contest this year’s 
British Supersport Championship with 
Padgett’s Honda having already been 
confirmed to ride in the FIM World 
Endurance championship with the Honda 
TT Legends team. 

The Lutonian, who won the British 
Supersport title for HM Plant Honda in 
2009 before relinquishing his crown to 
fellow Honda rider Sam Lowes last year, will 
contest all but one of the British 
Supersport rounds in an effort to bring 
back the title to Honda. 

He will miss the Silverstone round in 
September as it clashes with the Le Mans 
24-hour race in France but the race ace is 
due to take part in some pre-season 
testing in the UK prior to a full test 
programme later this month to prepare for 
the World Endurance Championship. 

Plater said: “The two different classes are 
perfect for me. I have raced for Clive 
Padgett before and I am really looking 
forward to the new season and working 
with the team again. 


“With all the rule changes in the British 
Supersport class its going to be completely 
different to 2009. 

“We have two races now instead of one, 
the first being a short race which will carry 
full championship points with the fastest lap 
in that race setting the grid positions for the 
main race the next day. 

“That’s more or less the same format as 
the British Superbike Championship and I 
am keen to get back to winning ways and to 
have a stab at giving Honda a hat-trick of 
wins.” 

Plater will test at Darley Moor and 
Donington shortly before heading off to 
Albacete and Magny Cours to test with the 
TT Legends team. 

The first round of the World Endurance 
championship is at Magny Cours on April 
16-17 when the team will contest the 24- 
hour Bol d’Or. 

Then it’s straight back to the UK for round 
one of the British Supersport championship 
at Brands Hatch over the Easter break of 
April 22-25.

Team-mate Freddie Murray also 
questioned some of the official’s decisions 
after a number of dangerous Kidderminster 
tackles went unpunished.
